President Eisenhower’s proposed re- 
organization of the nation’s defense struc- 
‘ure throws tradition aside in order to 
meet the challenges of the space age. 

The principal object would be to set up 
the machinery for a single, concentrated 
effort in case of war. Strategic planning 
would be unified, military command 


channels streamlined, research  bol- 
stered and interservice rivalry curtailed. 
A good bit of waste caused by duplica- 
tion of efforts conceivably would be 


sliminated. 

Core of the proposal is the provision 
whereby the Secretary of Defense would 
be given full authority over spending ap- 
Sropriations. It allows flexibility where- 
by he can transfer funds from one service 
io another. 

Congress now must decide if it will 
surrender its right to say where and how 
the money it provides is spent. The battle 
lines will be tightly drawn, with many 
pitching their arguments on the conten- 
tion that the Eisenhower blueprint places 
too much authority in one person.

Grand Jurys Proposals 
Would Help the Courts 


The January-February: Fulton County 
Grand Jury endorsed three constructive 
recommendations of previous juries per- 
taining to the courts. 

One calls for legislation whereby 
some members of outgoing grand juries 
would serve on the next jury. While this 
conceivably could work a hardship on 
some, it would result in having experi- 
enced hands to continue with investiga- 
tions and other unfinished business. 

Inasmuch as jurors themselves repeat- 
ediy have urged such an arrangement, 
they appear willing to make whatever 
sacrifices are necessary to assure contin- 
uity of work on important matters. 

The second recommendation urges 
passage of a bill to provide ‘that judges 
set sentences. Surely this is a reason- 
able request. Judges often have certain 
records of the accused or other informa- 
tion unavailable to the jury. Also, with 
such authority vested in the judge there 
should be less likelihood of deadlocked 
juries. 

Another proposed measure would re- 
quire defendants in criminal trials to be 
sworn as any other witness in order to 
present any facts to the jury. That, too, 
is a sensible suggestion. Society as well as 
the person on trial has a great stake in 
seeing that justice is done. It is the duty 
of the court to determine the truth and 
defendants certainly should be sworn to 
tell the truth. 

The grand jury’s recommendations are 
sound and should be enacted into law. The 
courts would benefit from the changes.

Albany—This is an answer to 
the gentleman’s inquiry on An- 
dersonville: 

After the war figures were 
gathered showing Southern pris- 
oners in the North had a death 
rate of 12 per cent and Northern 
prisoners in the South 9 per cent. 

How many~ Southerners have 
ever read of our brethren dying 
in Northern prisons? Not many! 
So for their benefit here are 
totals from Secretary of State 
Stanton’s official records: 

22,576 Federals died out of 270,- 
000 prisoners: 26,436 Southerners 
died of 220,000 prisoners. 

The blame for most of these 
deaths lies at the feet of Grant 
who stated in a dispatch to Gen. 
Butler Aug. 18, 1864: 


“It is hard on our men 
held in Southern prisons not to 
exchange them, bit it is humanity 
to those left in our ranks to fight 
our battles. Every man released 
on parole, or otherwise, becomes 
an active soldier against us either 
directly or indirectly. If we begin 
a system of exchange which lib- 
erates all prisoners taken, we will 
have to fight until the whole South 
is exterminated. If we hold those 
caught, they amount to no more 
than dead men. At this particular 
t:me to.release all rebel prisoners 
would insure Sherman's de- 
feat and would compromise our 
safety here.’

And while Congress loves to 
tell the executive branch how it 
should be reorganized, it hates to 
reorganize itself — and rarely 
does. That's the hitch on the Hill. 

The arbitrary division of our 
armed services according to how 
they move physically, whether on 
land or sea or air, bears little 
relationship to reality today. It 
is outmoded and outdated by mod- 
ern weapons which cut across all 
services. The need is for inte- 
grated commands, for greater 
unification in administration and 
budget. 

But this goal also cuts across 
the vested legislative interests in 
Congress where longstanding 
spokesmen for the Navy, the 
Army and the Air Force want to 
preserve separateness rather 
than further needed integration. 


There are two forces which 
work against effective reorgani- 
zation. One is the tendency of 
three services to maintain the 
maximum separateness in the 
hope of retaining the largest mili- 
tary roles and getting the. larg- 
est share of the budget. The oth- 
er is the tendency of Congress to 
maintain the same separateness 
in order to retain the maximum 
eppropriation control. 


I am not assuming I know all 
the answers, but it is possible, I 
think, to raise the questions 
which will help show whether the 
reorganization plans, which Con- 


in Congress.

1. Since modern weapons cut

needs and new breakthroughs, 
the Defense Department can't 
shift a penny of those appropria- 
tions, however’ desirable. It 
seems obvious that the Secretary 
of Defense should have, as the 
President is asking, real flexibil- 
ity in re-allocating the budget. 
Congress would still control the 
total amount. 

It seems to me the administra- 
tion is headed in the right direc- 
tion and that Congress ought to 
help.

Will Cure Itself 


WASHINGTON—The federal budget has re- 
seived a lot of attention during the last 12 
months and has been criticized as being both 


too small and too large. A. budget is a financial olan or forecast 
prepared in advance—in the case of the federal budget, six to 18 
months in advance. The budget for the current fiscal year of 1958 
was submitted to Congress in January of 1957 and has already been 
altered significantly both by Congress and by the sweep of events. 


The budget for the 1959 fiscal 
year, commencing next July 1, 
was submitted to Congress two 
months ago and is now receiving 
its attention. It was estimated in 
January that expenditures for fis- 
cal 1958 would amount to $72,800,- 
000,000 and for fiscal 1959 to $73,- 
900,000,000. These expenditures 
can be grouped under four main 
headings. 

The protection of this country 
will take over 63 per cent of our 
total budget expenditures in each 
of these years. 


We must continue to strengthen 
our allies and to remove the re- 
strictions in world trade. We must 
always remember that we can- 
not keep up our exports, which 
employ several million workers, 
without accepting imports to pay 
for them or otherwise making 
dollars available to our cus- 
tomers. 


The 1959 budget contained a 
number of recommendations 
which would reduce federal ex- 
penditures to some extent in 1959, 
but to a much greater extent in 
future years. These recommen- 
dations were largely in the civil 
benefits programs, the second 
main category of expenditures, 
which make up about 22 per cent 
of the total. 

The technical revolution in ag- 


riculture, which has_ increased 
production per acre of land so 
tremendously through improved 


fertilizers and insect control, has 
made the fixed price support pro- 
gram adopted years ago wholly 
inadequate to meet the present

JAKARTA, Indonesia (P—Indo- | 
nesia has completed negotiations 
with three European Communist 
nations to buy military equipment, 
including Russian-built MIG jet 
fighters and Ilyushin bombers, a 
government spokesman said Sun- 
day. 

He said the deals were made 
with Poland, Czechoslovakia and 
Yugoslavia and that no strings 
were attached. He declined to say | 
how many planes were involved | 
and what the size of the purchases | 
of small arms and other equip-| 
ment would be. | 

The spokesman declared the | 
deals had nothing to do with the 
rebellion in Central Sumatra. Dur- | 
ing its campaign against the 
Dutch last December, the Indo- | 
nesian government sent a military 
delegation to Communist countries 
to explore the possibilities of buy- 
ing arms. 

He said Indonesia is willing to | 
buy arms from Western nations | 
also, if given the opportunity. | 

An authoritative military, 
spokesman reported, meanwhile, 
that this government is waiting 
for a possible counter-revolution 
in Central Sumatra, intending then 
to send in troops to back it up. 

His statement all but canceled 
out announced government plans 
to invade the rebel centers of Pa- 
dang and Bukittinggi.

From Dangerous

NEW YORK—The United States 
receives more radioactive fallout 
than most other parts of the 
world, but nowhere in the nation 
has it approached dangerous 
levels, according to scientists of 
the Atomic Energy Commission 


The commission is conducting 
a 35-million-dollar program to 
determine the etfects of radiation 
on human beings. Most of thi 
research is devoted to radiation 
from fallout—radioactive debris 
from nuclear explosion. It is_ be 
ng conducted in some 130 labora- 
tories throughout the world 

Recent studies of fallout have 
shown that the northern half of 
the United States has become as 
‘‘hot,’” radioactively speaking, a 
any place on earth. In New Yor 
Citv, for example, an increase ol 
radioactive fallout of almost 50 
per cent was noted in 1957 

The commission has recent 
stepped up its program of fall 
detection. By use of rainwater 
air and milk samples, scores oc! 
cities are now collecting data « 
the problem Almost al! ol 
cities, using different but scie 
cally act ented methods of di 
termining radiation, have report 
ed a gradual increase in radia 
tion
